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It became established in the west of the Island in the late 1970s and now may be 
observed in nearly all parts of the county.

An unusual refugium site for Old Lady moths? —On the 13.vii.97, I caught a single 
Old Lady Mormo maura L. in a Heath light trap at Bampton in Westmorland 
(NY5513). Two days later under a nearby bridge. I investigated a large nest made by 
Dippers Cinclus cinclus. The brood had only recently left the nest, which was a sturdy 
structure made of moss and mud, with a down-turned tubular entrance. It contained 
no less than twelve adult moths which rapidly flew out when disturbed, landing in 
dark creviccs in the stonework. Several were rather worn but others appeared fresh 
and undamaged.—JONTY DENTON, 26 Bow St, Alton.
